@ Hereas divers Looſe and Idle People, have of late commits 

g ted ſeveral Robberies, and dayly continue them, under 

pretence of followitig theArmy. Wherefore we have thoght 

hereby to Declare, That none do preſume to follow the 

8 Army,& under that pretence Rob andPlunder the Country 

through which we paſs : And all which who ſhall, not- 

withſtanding this our Proclamation , follow the Army 

( Sutlers and ſuch as are hired excepted) ſhall bedeemed and 

puniſhed as Robbers: And we ſhall further order, and direR the Proyoſt- 

Marſhal, and his Men, to Seize and Apprehend them as ſuch, that they may 
be accordingly puniſhed.

A ſecond Proclamation, 


By Frederick Duke of Schomberg, &c: For ProteRing and Inviting all Perſons 
to bring Proviſions to the Army. | 


Hereas we find, that ſeveral Inhabitants, and Freeholders inthe Coun- 

try, near and about this place, have by groundlefs Fears deſerted 

their Habitations and Houſes, by which great ſtocks of Corn is lying in the 
Fields, in danger of periſhing for want of due care to fave and gather the ſame 
into their Haggards and Barnes; and fince it is not their Majeſties intent to 
Ruine and Deſtroy, but to Cheriſh and Prote& their SubjeRs of what Religion 
ſoever. So we Proclaim this our ProteQion to all thoſe who ſhall peaceably 
and quietly retire to their ſeveral Habitations, in order that they may enjoy 
their Majefties Clemency, and ſo gather their Stocks and Corn in due order for 
to bring it tothe Market for Sale, which Free-market, we have thought fit to 
appoint at Dxzdalk, every Thurſday and Friday, where all thoſe that ſhall 
come with Corn, and other Proviſions, ſhall be Protected, and paid inready 
Money, for what they ſhall ſell or diſpoſe of. Schomberg.
